Honey in Treasury. 


The last willand testament of William 


Maloney, the late Catholic pastor of 
Sutter Creek, 
was denied 
probate in 


the superior court last Monday. 
The 


matter is of sufficient importance to de- 
mand a fullelucidation, to the end that 
such snags inlegal construction 
which 


resulted inthe nullification of this at- 
tempt at will-making may be avoided. 
The deceased 
was a man of scholarly 


attainments, 
not only as regards 
his 


ministerial profession, 
but 
well read 


generally. 
InJanuary, 1903, he wroto 


a document which purported 
to be a 


testamentary 
disposition of his estate. 


Inthis instrument his estate 
is valued 


at over $6000, consisting of $4000 cash 
in the Hibernia Bank ofSan Francisco, 
which was bequeathed 
to his brother 


John inIreland, and $2200 in Realty 
Syndicate securities. 
The willwas in- 


tended to'be of the olograpbic 
char- 


acter—that is a will entirely in the 
handwriting of the testator, 
including 


the date line and signature. 
Such a 


willthe law says need not be witnessed. 
This is the only kind of a will wherein 
the necessity of witnesses 
is dispensed 


with. 
There is no question that the 


Maloney willwas authentic. 
No ques- 


tion could be raised on tho score of the 
soundness of mind of the. testator. 
The 


will,however, was written on a sheet 
ofletter paper, such as the priest 
was 


in the habit of using inhis church cor- 
respondent. 
On the left band corner 


was printed the name of the church 
and the pastor. 
And on the date line 


appeared the words printed in script 
type. 
"Sutter 
Creek, Amador 
Co., 


Cal."- The appearance of this printed 
matter inthe date lineproved the rock 
of offense, and caused the. rejection of 
the document. 
Because of those words, 


it was held that the wijl did not come 
withinthe meaning of an olographic 
willas defined by the code, which says, 
"Anolographic willis one that isentire- 
ly written, dated and 
signed by the 


hand of the testator 
himself." 
The 


courts have heretofore made a similar 
ruling,but this is the first instance 
of 


the kind that has 
occurred in this 


county. 
The e&tate willnow have to 


be probated and distributed as though 
no attempt at 
will-making bad been 
made. .

The case of J. Schell, charged 
with 


shooting a cow belonging to Mrs: An- 
drews, was tried before Justice Gold- 
ner last Monday, before a jury. 
The 


evidence went to prove that 
the de- 


fendant had been considerably annoyed 
by the Andrews cattle trespassing upon 
his 
mining claim in'the mountains, 


near the summer range of the Andrews 
stock, 
He bad complained about the 


annoyance 
several times, by the stock 


trampling his mining ditch. 
On the 


22d of July a cow was shot in the hind 
quarters, breaking the leftleg. Itwas 
found by ope of the stockmen ina help- 
less condition, and shot by Andrews 
four days afterward to put it out of 
misery. 
Defendant did not deny shoot- 
ing the animal, but claimed that he 
bad to do it to protect his property. 
The shooting was established by three 
witnesses to whom he admitted the act, 
and whose evidence was uncontradicted 
His land was unfenced, and he had no 
means to fence it. He had asked 
An- 


drews to assist him in fencing it, but 
he declined to do so. 
The defendant is 


68 years old, and has lived on this land 
where the shooting occurred 
for 30 


years. 
The 
jury deliberated 
for a 


short. time, taking three ballots, the 
last standing 
11 to 1 in favor of ac- 
quittal. It was 
found impossible 
to 


agree, so the jury was discharged. 
The 


accused is out on his own recognizance. 
Whether the case willbe called again 
for trial is uncertain.

the month's pay of $158 must be for 
something more than fees in criminal 
cases. 
A careful scrutiny 
of the bills 
for the month named has been made, 
and the sum earned as fees amounts 
to 
something 
under 
$40. 
A constable 
under the salary billis allowed mileage 
inaddition to salary. 
There isno get- 
ting round the fact that the salary bill 
whichis the bone of contention at pres- 
ent, means an increase of nearly 
$5000 


per year in the expenses of the county, 
as compared with the old law. 
That 
is the vitalmatter indispute. 
Toraise 
that sum means an extra tax of10 cents 
on the $100. 
This salary

McCauiey was elected to bis 


office, whileTuttle was appointed con- 
stable after the salary law of 1!K)3 was 
passed. 
Whether the attorney for the 


petitioner, W. J. McGee,

to 


make a point by this we do not know.
